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T he Democrats Forced to o New Position.
A CHEERING indication of the progress
which liberal sentiments are making in our
counntry is afforded by the advaneced position
which the consgervative or raactionary eles
ment among us s forced from time to time o
take. As the party of progress moves on
from victory to victory, approaching ever
nearer to the glorious goal of pure repub-
licanism, our opponents are foreed, lest they
be left completely belind, and so tall out of
the race altogether, to move onward also.
Thus, thiee years ago, the Democratic party
tLroughout the nation stood upon an out-and-
out pro-slavery platform. In this State it
conducted the canvass on the distinct issue
of the moral rightfulness of slavery, as sct
forth by divines of the Hopkins and Cham-
bers sohool, To-day how changed! Who
now dares to peep or mutter in favor of
buman bondage? Slavery that once con-
trolled the power of this Government, that
sealed the lips of great religious orgnmizations,
that numbered the whole Democratic party
among its servitors, is now fallen so low that
there 1s pone so poor as to do it reverence.
Not only this, but we find the conservative
element avowing its willingness to grant full
personal rights, protection to person and pro-
perty,and equal civil rights before the law, to
the iate slave population. This is a great ad-
vance from the very recent fperiod when a
cardinal doctrine of the so-called Democracy
was that a colored man had no rights that a
white man was bound to respect.

There are other changes in the same direc-
tion worthy of note, that have occurred during
the present political campaign. The Demo-
erate started out upan the plavorm that the
Rebel States were in the Union, had never
peen out of ii, and were, thergfore, entitled
10 immediate and unconditional represonta-
tion. They were soon foread by the stress ol
the political storm to abaudon that position
and to assume a new one, to the eflbct that
conditions might be rightfully imposed upon
the late Rebel States but that those already im-
posed upon them by President Johnson were
suflicient. We even find Mr. Hoflman, the
Democratic nominoee for Governor m New
York, going into quite an elaborate justiflcn-
tion ot two of these conditions, the ratifica-
tion of the anti-slavery amendment and the
repudiation of the Rebel debt,n a recent
speech at Blmira, reported in the Wopld.
He said :—

“When the abolition of slavery was required
aa 1 condition, theie twas sense in that, beeauss
all men, by virtue of the fores ”’. ciredmsrnees,
agmitted that the iostitution of slavery, wlich
had been the distnebing enuse of the war. nad
ol go muany writations, wes of cecessity wiped
out hy the war, and, thepelors, us 8 npecessary
wir meastre for the suppression ot the cius=e of
the war, theve was jwstice in exaoling of; and,
whether it was constututionnl or not, the peopls
ol the Bouth acquiesced in it Jwd 20 i regard
to the repudration af the Souliern debl—it would
net do tolet a people pay u debt contracted in
the gerviee of the Rebollion; while every sense
of prudence demuanded that the conntrv’s delit
should be paid, neuwrred in putting down (hat

tice of the Constitutional amendment, so far
ns the equalization of representation s con-
cerned, He sayn:—

“You find these men seking (he people, tind
vou find people asking you, It the Bouthern
Biates only had a cerian amount of represenin-
tion when all the blacks were slaves baforn the

Rebellion, why the¥ should have any greater

representation now ?  And ¥f (s a question which
strikes men very I ) The{ say, perhaps
justly—1 am noi disposed now to dispute the
proposition—that States which have been in
rebellion should not come bick into the Con-
gress of the country with greatey répresentation
than they had when they commenced, That =
a practical and important question. It matters
little what my views are, bufl 1 do nof hesilate to
say that if the amendment stood alone, and Twas
sutisfied of the right of Congresa to exaol it as a
eomdition of the adin lssion of thes: SMates, T would
qive it my hearty approval”

When the Democratic leaders are foreed
to come as near endorsing the Republican
platform as iz done in the speech (rom which
we hnve just quoted, it is pretty powerful
evidence that they feel the strength of the
Republican  position belore the ppople, The
Constitutional amerdment 8  sweeping
the country like wild-fire., The people see
that it is n measure of peace and protection—
that while it secures the return of all the
States to the Union, it goards against danegers
in the future. And in this gradual approach
of the Democrats to the correet principles
ot the Hepublican party, we behold the
mighty power of truth among the masses o
the people. It ir ol itself a moral victory of
1o mean proportions,

Semething for Thonghtful People to Cons
sider.

Tur brief but pointed letter trom Hom.
Thaddeus Stevens, which we publisned on
Wednesday, concerning the effect ol a Demo-
eratic irilumph on the value of United States
bonds and notes, is worlthy ol the considera-
tion of every person who has a dollar invested
in those securities, No position is more stren-
uously maintained by the opposition than that
our present Congress s not a valid body, be-
cause of the absence of Senators and Repre-
sentatives from the late Rebel States, O.ue of
the opposition organs in this city dwells al-
most daily upon this point. It declares the
Senate to be no Senate. the House of Repre-
sentatives to be no House of Ru]\r."\-'n{:i[iv(-w‘
because the South is not reprezented. LI this
argument be correct, it invalidates all of our
legislation since the Southern States with-
Arew from Cungress. Our bonds are issued
without authority, and are illegal. The mo-
ment Southern Rebels and Northern sympa-
thizers shall obtain power, if they ever do,
they may repudiate the entire national debt,
as contracted without proper authority . Now
there are thousands of Demoerats who take
no very active part in polities, but who are
directly interested in the integrity ot United
States bonds and notes. There are tens of
thousnnds of persons of all classes who have
invested in the national securities more or
less of their means, All such persons would
do well to seriously reflect upon the probable
or eyen possible results of a Democratic
triumph. The value of their property 1s
geriously menaced hy this doctrine, which we
do not besitate to denounce as infamous, that
the Congress of the United States, as at pre-
sent constituted, is not a valid, lawful, consti-
tutional body.

Another pomt is worthy of serious con-
sidcration by all who are interested in Unitoed
States bonds, and, indeed, by every business
man in the community, no matter of what
party, Threats are constantly thrown out by
the leaders of the Democratic party, that if
they can by any possibility carry sutlicient

rebellion,  But when these subjeets were out of
the way, there was nothing left pecessary fors
the pqr.'luv and harmony of the conntry.”

This is a tremendous backing Jdown from
the curt and deflant proposition ol the utter
illegality and unconstitutionality of any and
all conditions of restoration, with which the
Demodcracy started out upon the present can-
vaes, It simplifies the whole question vastly.
The constitutionality of imposing conditions
of readmission is acknowledged. It is merely
a question as to whether the proposed condi-
tions are reasonable, just, and right. And
upon this query Mr. Hoffman unconsclously
sheds some light. The argument by wuich
he justifies the anti-slavery amendment ap-
plies with full force to the equalization of
representation. The present unjust and un-
equal plan was a part and parcel of the slave
system, and must cease with it; while its recti-
flcatl n is only a full and fair carrying out of
the anti-slavery amendment itsell, So too of
the Rebel debt, the same argument apphes.
It was part of the Rebellion, Some of the
Southern States have refused to repudiate 1t;
others maintain that the repudiation of it was
done under duress; while in all of them it is
a motter merely ol State action, and may be
gssumed at any moment. ‘The only way to
fix it surely is to put its repudiation in the
Constitution of the United States. Again, if}
as a matter of policy, and of prudent protec-
tion to the nation against future rebellions,
we were justified in demanding of the Reba!
states the passage of the Constitutional
ameéndment abolishing slavery, und the re-
pudiation of the Rebel debt, how much more
are we justified in demanding the passuge of
that clauge of the proposed Amendment which
peevents the Rebel leaders—who committed
perjury in joining the Hebellion—{rom ever
lolding office again, except by express leave
of Congeress! Surely the safety of the nation
con demand no less than that these gullty

i
men, who broke their solemn oaths in going |

into the Rebellion, shall not againbe permitted
to adsuine office and power.

Thus the Democrats, in jastifyine the con-
ditions of restoration fmposed by President
Johuson, concede the constitutional question
entirely, and are forced to adopt a.llne of
argument which fully justifles the wise and
pumane provisions of the ('onstitutional
amendment proposed by Congress. Indeed,
in the specch of Mr, Hoffman from which we
Lave just quoted, he admits the essential jus-

members of Congress at the North to form
with the Rebel Representatives (rom the
South what would be a majority of the whole
number of members if all the States were
reeularly in the Union, then they will unite
with the Kebel Representatives, and organize
u rival Congress, in deflance of the laws as
at present existing. This, of course, would
be revolution, and would lead at once to civil
war. In such a case, United States bonds
and mnotes would instantly depreciate

in  value, and might soon become
almost  worthless, Business would be

greatly deranged and depressed, and wide
| spread ruin and bankruptey ensue. It is
wonderiul that any party has the hardihood
to go before the people on such an issue as
this; but the persistency with which the
threat 8 leld out, the particularity with
which its details are discussed, and the undis-
guised attempts to prepare th  public mind
for such an atrocious onset upon the liber-
ties of the nation, leave us no room to doubt
that it is seviously contemplated, The public
peace, the safety of society, business pros-
perity, the sacredness of the public debt, all
demand, therefore, the trinmph of the Union
party. Ita success will insure peace, will
restore public eonfidence, and will secure
permanent prosperity to every brauch of in-
dustry.

A Few More Words to the Citizens of the
Third Congressional District.

Mr. Buckwalter had the effrontery a flew
weeks ago to proclaim that he and his poli-
tical Iricuds were pursuing the policy of Mr.

'The people will jodee for them-
selves how much he or they ever favored Mr,
Lincoln or his policy, During the most terri-
ble ordeal throngh which the country was pass.
ing,men like Vallandigham bung almost upon
the outskirts of our army, preaching treason
and giving aid and comfort to the enemy,
It was then the gellant General Burnside
arvested this infamous Vullundigham, and
Mr. Lincoln banished him. It  was
then that Abraham Lincoln, in pursuance of
the authority vested in him by Congress, sus-
pended the writ of habegs corpus. It was
ilien, September 17, 1863, the “fierce Demo-
cracy” met under the shadow of Indepen-
dence Hall to prate about the Constitution, to
sympathize with Vallandigham. and denounes
the war, One of tae resolutions passed at
this meeting reads as lollows: —“That the
policy of negro emancipation the great eman-
cipation proclamation of Abraham Lincoln),
which bas veen substituted by the Abolition-
ists lor the original objects of the war, is alike
unconstitutional and impolilie,” Charles
Buckwulter then spoke in favor of the resolu-
tions. He sald the wur “was never responded
to upon such abominable priaciples, principles
which can only result in the overthrow of the
Government and the anuaihilation of these
States.,  ‘the President,” said Me, Buck-
walter (referring 10 Mr, Lincoln), “has just
issued a proclamation suspending the writ of
habeas corpus, He does it under an autho-
rity which I believe CoNGRESS cannol confer.
As it is, you are at his mercy, and the mercy
of his subordinates.” This is but a specimen
of his remarks; and we ask the citizens of
the Third District If they can vote for the
man who throughout the war deiamed Mr,
Lincoln, denounced the policy of the Adminis-
tration, did all he could to preserve the in-
stitution of slavery, and had no word of
encouragement for the men who were doing
battle to preserve the Union.
